Such a program will modernize the roads, in- 
crease, their efficiency, decrease freight charges, im- 
preve working conditions—in short, will bring the 
whole railroad system of the country closer to the 
day when the government will be able to assume. 
control without having to pay the price of decades 
of over-capitalization. 

This immediate program is the minimum which 
the government should impose upon the railroads 
before it lends them another cent.
